CORRECTION OF ERRORS. We take all pos- 
sible care to avoid errors, and when any occur we 
wish to be informed at once, that we may correct 
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PLANTS RECEIVED BY MAIL, ii wilted, should be placed in luke-warm water for twenty toe 
thirty minutes. This restores their vigor, revives their leaves and increases their vitality. 


THE SOIL for potting should becomposed of about two-thirds rotted sods and one-third weil rotted 
manure. When the rotted sods cannot be procured, good rich garden soil with the addition of the rotted 
manure and a little sand thoroughly mixed together will answer very well. 


POTTING. Do not use tuo large a pot at first; we would recommend not larger than three inches, 
and as the plants grow repot into larger ones. Place a few pieces of broken pots in the bottom of the pot 
and be careful to press the soil firmly about the roots. Do not fill the pot auite full of soil, but leave a half- 
inch space to receive water. When potted, water sufficiently to soak the soil thoroughly, then place the 
pots in a warm, sheltered place, where they will not be exposed to the wind or sun for two or three days, 
or until they commence to grow. After they have become thoroughly established they should nct be 
watered too freely, as there are more plants injured by too much water than too little. 


BEDDING. Great care should be used in bedding out plants when received by mail. They should be 
thoroughly watered and carefully protected from the wind and sun until they become well established. 
It would be better in most cases to plant in pots for afew days before bedding out, as they must be well 
protected until they commence to grow. 


INSECTS. For Scales, which attack Palms, Ivies, Camelias, &c., lodging onthe stems and under sides 
oi the leaves, there is no remedy but scratching off and destroying. The white Mealy Bug shows itself in 
a brown, dried condition of the leaves, and is an indication of too dry an atmosphere. Frequent and 
thorough spraying to moisten the foliageis the best preventative, and the only cure. Green Lice, or 
Aphis, is best destroyed by tobacco smoke, where it can be used; otherwise a tobacco tea made of % 
pound of tobacco stems to six quarts of water. boiled fifteen minutes, may be applied to the foliage.

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Jz HINTS ON GROWING SEEDS. - 


A great many amateurs fail to get their Seeds to grow and then condemn the Seeds, when the 
flault is in the treatment. Our space will only allow us to give very brief directions, though if followed 
‘out, will insure success, even to the amateur. 


THE SOIL should be a mellow, sandy loam, wel) enriched with old rotten manure or leaf-mold. 
Make the surface as fine and even as possible; lay off in rows five or six inches apart, with a lath 
or the edge of a thin board. Mark out very shallow for the finest seeds, and from one-fourth to 
‘one-half an inch deep for the larger ones, according to the size of the seeds. Sow evenly in the rows, 
‘being very careful to drop_no seeds between the rows. ‘The finest seeds, such as Portulaccas, J »belias, 
.&c., should not be covered at all. Larger seeds should be covered from one-eighth to one-half inch) 
‘in depth, according to size. When sown, go over the entire bed and press the soil down evenly and 
‘firmly with the hand. Now, be very careful that the soil does not become dry on the surface before the 
‘seeds come up. A good plan is to cover the bed with a damp cloth until they begin to come up. There 
are some kinds of seeds that should be sown before the ground is fit to be sown in out of doors; they 
-should be started in boxes in the house or in hot-beds. The above directions will apply in either case.
